+ In what is called the Guyer mine, that was 
7 opened afew years ago on ‘the site of a pre- 
historic shaft, many of the most interesting 
tools were found. There was, according to 
Mr. Bryson, a basin-like depression some 
Cighteen feet in diameter, at the bottom of 
which was a shaft apparently about eight feet 
deep. In carrying out the necessary mining 
operations, tins old shaft was cleared out ana 
found to be of considerable depth. In the 
rubbish that had accumulated within it, at 
distances varying from thirty-five to fifty-tive 
feet. below the surface, were found iron im- 
plements. At the depth of forty feet a tun- 
nel was found opening on the mountain side. 
and at the bottom of the shaft, which was 
fifty feetin depth, resting upon quartz, the 
charred remains of wood were tound, the sup- 
position being that fire was used to break out 
the quartz, the latter being heated and then sud- 
denly dashed with water, causing the desired 
breaking up. One of the largest tools, evi- 
dently the rock drill of the period, was an iron 
implement shapedlike a tomahawk with the 
pipe knocked off. It was bent and worn. The 
eye was large, and must have held astout 
handle, and it had perhaps heen thrown aside 
as useless, as the head was fractured and split. 
There was also a decided break in the blade.

Vv bout three and a half inches in 
width, so th®fit was probably carried and used 
as a weapon besides. With that were two long 
iron implements that might be taken for 
rude.weapons or short swords, being about 
sixteen inches in length. But science sees in 
them another use, and they are pronounceda 
pair of gudgeons—parts of a windlass. They 
are pointed at their extremities, that they 
may be driven into a wooden roller. The 
lower part of the shank is squared, so as to 
prevent its turning in the wood, while the 
upper part is cylindrical, forming an axle for 
the siipport of @%he roller. Into their bifur- 
eated heads were undoubtedly inserted levers 
for turning a windlass. They were also prob- 
ably casricd about from place to place, iron 
undoubted!y being as rare as the inica. 
Another tool seemed: to be a wedge. It 
showed the effects of hard usage. It was about 
four inches in length, and was about as rude 
an instrument as could well be ‘imagined. 
Among the debris in the shafts were many 
ride stone implements, used, perhaps, as 
Wedges, but more probably as weapons, and 
an interesting fact in this connection is the 
discovery by E. A. Barber of an ancient Pueb- 
to workshop on the Rio San Juan, Utah, 
where similar implements were made by 
wholesale.

Delivered at the Clese of the Cutten Fxpesition by 
Colenel W. C. P. Breckenridge. 

“The curfew tolls the knell of parting day ;”’ 
the dear old year lingers for us to crown Its 
honored course. The dear old year, with all 
its memories and all its fruits, is about to pass 
into history and with it, on its last day, pass- 
es away in finished activity this great Expo- 
sition. Wedonotring the bell and let the 
curtain down, and put out the lights 
and turn away as froma passing play. It 
not thus that the three month’s labor since 
it was opened and the months of labor that 
preceded its opening, areto pass out of our 
hearts, but like the blessed dead its works do 
follow it. [Applause,] 

Ve do not know to-day; we cannot foresee 
stdnding in the midst of the mere sowing of 
the seed, viewing the new plowed ground 
over which the harrow but yesterday passed, 
the harvest that will be gathered from these 
seven months ofsowing.
